Sanders wins again, 
is new front-runner 


Buttigieg nips at his heels; 
Klobuchar is a strong third; 
Biden suffers a stinging blow

NASHUA, N.H. — Sen. Bernie 
Sanders won the New Hampshire pri- 
mary on Tuesday night, a performance 
that anointed the democratic socialist 


as the front-runner while Democrats 
also conferred decisive stamps of ap- 
proval on two moderates, Pete Butti- 
gieg and Sen. Amy Klobuchar. 

For Joe Biden, the two-term vice 
president, a weak finish put his cam- 
paign on death watch, a stunning set- 
back for the longtime front-runner. 

Sanders’ march will send shudders 
through a party establishment that 
fears he’s too radical to win. He and 
Buttigieg fought to a near tie in Iowa, 


and Tuesday's results reaffirmed that 
the oldest and youngest contenders in 
the field are on a collision course. 
“This victory here is the beginning 
of the end for Donald Trump,’ Sand- 
ers, 78, told a gym full of screaming 
supporters in Manchester, most young 
enough to be his grandkids. “We have 
an unprecedented grassroots move- 
ment from coast to coast. ...

From laughter to tears 


Family remembers slain 
woman as a devoted mom, 
daughter, sister and jokester

When Tammy Kirk wanted to get 
dressed up, her daughter was her go-to. 
LaTiffiney Rodgers knew howto do her 
mother’s hair and doll her up with 
makeup, even applying her false eye- 
lashes. 

It wasn’t about the makeup. It was 


about their moments together. 

“I don’t have that anymore,” Kirk 
said Tuesday at her Cedar Hill home, 
two days after police say Rodgers was 
killed by Johnnie Palmore, the father of 
her children, setting off a manhunt for 
him and their two young boys. 

Kirk, 58, will miss those times with 
her youngest daughter — and their dai- 
ly phone calls filled with laughter, she 
said. 

Rodgers, 26, recently moved out of 
her mother’s home, had gotten her own 
place and loved her new independence, 
Kirk said. She was hoping to get ajob at 


the probation office in downtown Dal- 
las. 

She was a devoted mother to her two 
boys, 1-year-old Julien and 7-year-old 
Jorden, who were found safe Monday 
morning after police issued an Amber 
Alert for them, fearing they were in 
grave danger. 

“She was talking about doing things 
and getting this for her apartment and 
doing stuff for her boys,’ Kirk said.

Watchdog: Agency let 
millions fly on jets that 
didn't meet safety bar

The Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration has “not effective- 
ly overseen Southwest Airlines’ 
systems for managing safety 
risks,’ even though its staff 
raised concerns about the Dal- 
las-based carrier’s safety cul- 
ture, according to a govern- 
ment watchdog report made 
public Tuesday. 

The highly critical report 
concludes nearly two years of 
investigations by the U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation’s 
inspector general into the rela- 
tionship between the airline 
and its regulatory agency. It 
said Southwest was permitted 
to make more than 150,000 
flights carrying 17.2 million 
passengers on planes that 
didn’t meet safety standards. 

“Southwest Airlines contin- 
ues to fly aircraft with unre- 
solved safety concerns,” the re- 
port said. “As aresult, FAA can- 
not provide assurance that the 
carrier operates at the highest 
degree of safety in the public’s 
interest, as required by law.” 

A spokeswoman for South- 
west said the airline “adamant- 
ly” disagreed with what it de- 
scribed as unsubstantiated ref-

Organization issues 
new apology, teams up 
with lin6 nonprofit

NEW YORK — Facing a 
possible bankruptcy due to 
sex-abuse litigation, the Boy 
Scouts of America issued a 
new apology Tuesday to survi- 


vors of abuse and announced 
plans for expanded services to 
support them. 

The Boy Scouts are team- 
ing up in a five-year partner- 
ship with lin6, a national non- 
profit that provides various re- 
sources and support services 
to male survivors of sexual 
abuse. The  organization’s 
name derives from studies 
concluding that about 1 in 6 


men in the U.S. have experi- 
enced sexual abuse. 

The BSA, based in Irving, 
said the partnership will en- 
able lin6 to expand its 24/7 
Web-based helpline chat ser- 
vice, which helps survivors 
connect quickly to a trained 
advocate for abuse victims.
